Harvesting of fall wheat has started 
in some southern districts and a very 
satisfactory yield is reported, al- 
though this was affected to some 
extent by the unusual drought dur- 
ing the month of May. | 

A yvood deal of the fall ay 
is in stook, and a good average yield 
is expected when this is threshed. 
Heavy stands of oats and barley are 
reported, and harvesting of these 
vrains will be yveneral during the 
last week in August. 

Limited areas through the central 
and southern parts of the province 
have been visited by damaging hail 
storms during the past ten days but 
the injury to crops from this source 
is considerably less than at the same

PROBABLE TEXT ANGLO- 
FRENCH NAVAL TREATY 
Is NOW DISCLOSED 


Tokio, Aug. &—Japanese naval 
authorities are reported to have 
hinted that the recent Anglo-French 
naval agreement makes these provis 
ions: 

First, cruisers shall be divided in 
to two classes, those armed with 
suns over six inches and those with 
guns under six inches, 

Second, restriction of the gross 
tonnage of destroyers, the size of 
which must not exceed 1,800 tons. 


Third, restriction of the gross ton- 
naye of submarines over six hun- 
dred tons, the size of which must 


not exceed 1,800 tons, 
Fourth, no restriction to be placed 
on warcraft under 600 tons. 


When asked to confirm the fore 
east the official naval spokesman 
stated certain parts were correct 
while others were incorrect. the 


details of the agreement were con 
fidential, he was unable to say which 
were right and which were wrony. 
He intimated, however, that the re- 
striction on the size of submarines 
up to 1,800 tons was incorrect, 

The spokesman stated Japan was 
considering the matter and intimated 
that the authorities were in veneral 
accord with the agreement although 
they thought it doubtful if the 


United States would concur, 
Expressing his personal opinion 
the spokesman added the matter 


probably would be referred to the 
Leayue of Nations. Afterwards, he 


thought it was possible that the 
Washington naval treaty powers 
would call another conference to 


consider the points raised.

THE CENTRE OF THE UNIVERSE 
Gifted astronomers at the Har- 
vard observatory have found the 
centre of the universe. It is located 
in the general direction of the con- 
stellation of Scorpion, a matter of 
52,000 light years away, and all of 
our stars and suns revolve about it. 
This represents a bit of starry 
range finding that is something of 
an advance over the astrology our 
forefathers used to practice. Long 
years of study and finely tuned in 
struments were necessary to bring 
it about. Yet, with all respect, it is 
permissible to say that the Harvard 
ant are wrong 
The centre of the universe is not 


a fixed position. It varie 


for each 


individual. For an astronomer it 
may be off in outer space, 52,000 
light years away; but for the man 
next door it may be in the mahogany 
office of a bank, the arid confusion 
of a railway yard, or the cradle of a 
baby in an upstairs bedroom. 

It is amazing, when you stop to 
think about it, that men should make 
their lives revolvé about such diverse 
and, often, seemingly insignificant 
points. We are here for such a little 
time, here so incomprehensibly and 
majestically, trailing clouds — of 
mystery, if not of glory; yet there 
are men who can devote their whole 
lives to knocking a golf ball about 
a field, putting rare postaye stamps 
in little books, or wandering through 
forests shooting wild animals. 

It would seem that we are quite 
blind. Given a short space of vivid 
being between two eternities of in 
scrutable silence, we might be ex- 
pected to be in a feverish hurry to 
sample all varieties of experienge, 
to devote ourselves to things signi- 
ficant and lasting. But we do. not, 
Ordinarily we are content to live 
from day to day, taking the little 
joys that little jobs bring. 

It is surprising. Yet it may be that 
we are wiser than we seem, Who 
would be so prodigal of time, so 
blind to opportunity, but beings who 
knew that they had all eternity? 
Perhaps we use our time better than 
we know. 

The scientists may put the centre 
of the universe wherever they wish 
It makes no difference to us. We 
each have our own centre, and for 
each of us the world revolves about 
that one point. It may be that we 
are quite right. In some limitles 
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tomorrow there may be time for the 
wreat things that plague us in our 
dreams. Today we have today's 
tasks, sorrows and joys, great or 
small, We are not wrong to stick to 
them. 


TELEVISION 


Within a few years, according to 
present indications, the process of 
television will) be perfected — for 
everyday use, Then we shall be able 
to sit in our homes, twirl a few 
knobs on our radio cabinets and see 
events taking place hundreds or 
thousands of miles off. The ordin- 


ary bounds of time and space will be 


completely overcome 

We are fairly well used to radio 
and its marvels by this time, and 
miracles are our daily fare. Prob- 
ably we shall take television as a 
matter of course; in a few years, it 
may be, we shall fuss and fume 
whenever a passing thunderstorm or 
other atmospheric disturbance ren- 
ders the images of our screens a 
little less than perfectly distinct. 

Yet the whole thing ought to ex- 
cite our wonder, at that. The simple 
fact is that mankind, at last, is free- 
ing itself from the domination of 
the universe and asserting — its 
mastery over its material surround- 
ings. We are doing the impossible; 
the future, in its possibilities, is 
more glittering than anyone in his- 
tory ever dreamed 

There is only one disturbing fac 
tor, This miracle of television, dem- 
onstrating the kingship of man’s 
mind, will be used largely so that 
we scan see prize fights, baseball 
games and political rallies—just as 
the radio is used to send the tin 
panny strains of “Mississippi Mud,” 
“That's My Weakness Now" and the 
like, and just as the movies give us 
“Silk Legs” and “Flames of Pas 
sion,” 

We have developed our scientific 
and mechanical devices a little bit 
faster than we have developed our 


selves. Our hands are better than 
our heads. The big job that we ought 
to tackle next is to bring ourselves 


up to the level of our inventions. 

Television will be a fine thing, 
just as the radio and the movies are 
fine things. But if its chief use is 
to enable us to see prize fights and 
bathing girl reviews without. stir 
rings out of our homes, we won't be 
much better off than we are now. 

Our ist ind inventors are 
placing Is in our hands; 
tools with which, if we will, we can 
make simply unbelievable strides 
s. But we 
must learn how to use them, The 
next great advance must come in 
the realm of ideas

mound can be seen, a letter address- 
ed to the Topographical Survey, De- 
partment of the Interior, Ottawa, 
will bring information as to the cor- 
location of the true corner 
reference to the pits or mound. 

There is a severe penalty imposed 
by law upon anyone who wilfully re 
moves or tampers with survey monu- 
ments, but the loss to the owner and 
to the community generally is just

THE BABY IN SUMMER 


God's greatest gift to the world 
is a baby. He puts the care of it into 
the hands of the parents. It is their 
duty to prepare themselves for this 
responsibility 

Hundreds of little lives are 
sacrificed every year, that intelligent 
care would have saved. Careful at-. 
tention must be given to the health 
of the baby if serious trouble is to 
be avoided during the summer. At 
this season of the year, proper cloth. 
ing and protection against sudden 
changes in temperature are points 
of the utmost importance in the con- 
servation of child life. During the 
months of August and September 
the bay's life may be truely said to 
be in the hands of ite mother 
the baby comes through the 
months largely depends on the 
it receives, 

The breast fed baby has at least 
a six times better chance for its life 
than a bottle fed baby, 
and enteritis, the most frequent 
cause of infant deaths during the 
hot months, are rare among breast 
fed children. Breast feeding is the 
most important and the most effec- 
tive preventive measure we have. A 
baby should never be taken off the 
breast except the 
physician. 

The next best food for the baby is 
cow's milk, The baby’s milk ehould 
be pasteurised. It is most important

on ice if possible. The advice of the 
physician should be obtained as to 
the proportion of milk, water and 
sugar to be used in preparing the 
feedings.

During the hot months is im 
portant to adapt the baby’s clothing 
to changes in temperature. Very hot 
days in Western Canada are usually 
followed by cool nights. Baby must 


be clothed to meet these sudden 
changes Summer Diarrhoea _ is 
responsible for a high mortality 


among infants every Summer. This 
condition is preventable. If diarrhoea 
develops however, mild, stop all food 
at once. Give castor oil and 
plain boiled water, consult a doctor 
A baby is bathed every day and in 
very warm days sponging with 
water in which has been placed bake-

MIGRATORY BIRDS  CONVEN 
TION ACT—1928
